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RESCOLUTI ON 724 (1991)

Adopted by the Security Council at its 3023rd neeting,
on 15 Decenber 1991

The Security Council,

Reaffirmng its resolutions 713 (1991) of 25 Septenber 1991 and 721 (1991)
of 27 Novenber (1991),

Noting the report of the Secretary-CGeneral of 11 Decenber 1991 (S/23280)
subm tted pursuant to resolution 721 (1991),

Recalling its primary responsibility under the Charter of the United
Nati ons for the maintenance of international peace and security,

Recal I ing al so the provisions of Chapter VIII of the Charter of the United
Nat i ons,

Determ ned to ensure that the general and conpl ete enbargo on al
deliveries of weapons and mlitary equi prment to Yugoslavia inposed by resol ution
713 (1991) is effectively applied,

Commending the initiatives taken by the Secretary-CGeneral in the
hurmani tarian field,

1. Approves the report of the Secretary-Ceneral of 11 Decenber 1991
(S/23280) and expresses its appreciation to the Secretary-Ceneral for it;

2. Endorses in particular the views expressed in paragraph 21 of the
Secretary-CGeneral's report that the conditions for establishing a peace-keeping
operation in Yugoslavia still do not exist and in paragraph 24 that ful
conpliance with the Geneva Agreenment of 23 Novenber 1991 woul d permt
accel erated consideration of the question of establishing a United Nations
peace- keepi ng operation in Yugosl avi a;

3. Concurs in particular with the Secretary-General's observation that the
i nternational community is prepared to assist the Yugoslav peoples, if the
conditions described in his report are nmet and, in that context, endorses his
offer to send to Yugoslavia a small group of personnel, including mlitary
personnel, as part of the continuing mssion of his Personal Envoy, to carry
forward preparations for possible deploynent of a peace-keeping operation

4. Underlines the view that the purpose of the depl oynent of any United
Nat i ons peace-keepi ng operation in Yugoslavia would be to enable all parties to
settle their disputes peacefully, including through the processes of the
Conf erence on Yugosl avi a;

5. Acting under Chapter VIl of the Charter of the United Nations:

(a) Requests all States to report to the Secretary-Ceneral within 20 days
on the neasures they have instituted for neeting the obligations set out in
paragraph 6 of resolution 713 (1991) to inplenment a general and conpl ete enbargo
on all deliveries of weapons and mlitary equi pnment to Yugosl avi a;

(b) Decides to establish, in accordance with rule 28 of its Provisiona
Rul es of Procedure, a Committee of the Security Council consisting of all the
menbers of the Council, to undertake the followi ng tasks and to report on its
work to the Council with its observations and reconmendati ons:

(1) To exam ne the reports submitted pursuant to sub-paragraph (a)



above;

(i) To seek fromall States further information regarding the action
taken by them concerning the effective inplenentation of the
enbargo i nposed by paragraph 6 of resolution 713 (1991);

(i) To consider any information brought to its attention by States
concerning violations of the enbargo, and in that context to nake
recomendations to the Council on ways of increasing the
ef fecti veness of the enbargo;

(iv) To recomend appropri ate nmeasures in response to violations of
t he general and conpl ete enbargo on all deliveries of weapons and
mlitary equi prment to Yugoslavia and provide information on a
regul ar basis to the Secretary-General for general distribution
to Menber States;

(c) Calls upon all States to cooperate fully with the Cormittee in the
fulfilment of its tasks concerning the effective inplenmentation of the
provi sions of paragraph 6 of resolution 713 (1991);

(d) Requests the Secretary-Ceneral to provide all necessary assistance to
the Conmttee and to make the necessary arrangenents in the Secretariat for this
pur pose;

6. Undertakes to consider ways by which conpliance with the commtnents
entered into by the parties may be achi eved;

7. Strongly urges all States and parties to refrain fromany acti on which
m ght contribute to increasing tension, to inhibiting the establishnment of an
effective cease-fire and to inpeding or delaying a peaceful and negoti at ed
outcome to the conflict in Yugoslavia, which would pernmit all the peoples of
Yugosl avia to decide upon and to construct their future in peace;

8. Encourages the Secretary-General to pursue his humanitarian efforts in
Yugoslavia, in liaison with the International Conmittee of the Red Cross, the
United Nations H gh Comm ssioner for Refugees, UNI CEF and other appropriate
humani t ari an organi zations, to take urgent practical steps to tackle the
critical needs of people of Yugoslavia, including displaced persons and the nost
vul nerabl e groups affected by the conflict, to assist in the voluntary return of
di spl aced persons to their hones;

9. Decides to renmain actively seized of the matter until a peacefu
solution is achieved.
